This fact 
suggests the importance of graduate 
training after college. There Is no 
waste of time in carrying the pro- 
cess of education longer into life 
than used to be customary. Respon- 
sibilities come more 
rapidly and 


more heavily than in older times." 


Concluding his reference to the

President "Wriston said, "the world 
as it is now organized traditionally 
and. currently is'the -best justifica- 
tion oj>'the liberal arts college, o£

Philip r. LaFollette's overwhelm- 


ing victory for the Republican nomi- 
nation for goveinor o\er "Walter J. 
Kohler was materially helped along 
by the majority he received in Outa- 
gamie county yesterday. 
The 
La 


Follette scion was given a. lend oC 
1,667 
over Mr. Kohler, in spite of tho 


fact that the governor canned the 
city of Appleton by more than 
1,000 


votes. The rural districts, with few 
exceptions turned in big majorities 
for LaFoIIette and he romped out of 
the county with his big lead. 


Kohler's lead In the city was de- 


rived almost entirely from the Fast 
ward where he ran more than 1,000 
votes ahead o£ his Progressive oppon 
ent. 
The Second waid added to the 


lead, but this was whittled down by 
the majorities given La Follette in 
the other four wards, although La 
Follette's lead in the Third ward was 
scant. 


Kohler received 4,597 votes In the 


city where LaFolletto was given 3,- 
470, 
but outside of Appleton tho 


tables were reversed with a veng 
eance, LaFolletto polling- 5,485 com 
pared with 2,781 for his Conservative 
opponent. Kaukauna threw its sup 
port to LaFoIIette by 
about 140 


votes and the Progressive carried the 
majority of other rural and village 
districts. Grand Chuto went more 
than'2-* to 1 for LaFoIIette, Maple 
Creek went 10 to 1 for 'the Progn 
sive, Cicero gave LaFollettc Jc's sup- 
port In about the same ratio, Shioc 
-ton, Bovina, Black Creek' and Ilor- 
tonvillo were the only out-of-Apple- 
ton precincts registered in the Koh- 
ler column. 


The vote for governor was the 


largest ever polled In a primary elec- 
tion, but still was 11,000 short of the 
record-breaking total cast in the 
presidential election two years ago 
when 27,000 voters trooped to the 
pools. 


"While Kohler was badly beaten In 


this county, ho ran far ahead of the 
rest of his ticket. Harry Dahl, the 
Conservative candidate for lieuten- 
ant governor, did fairly well against 
Henry Huber, his Progressive oppon- 
nt, but tho other Conservatives 
trailed far behind. 


Politicians expressed considerable 


surprise at tho poor showing made 
by Alvin Eels for attorney general. 
The Madison man polled only 1,730 
votes, against 7,746 for Reynolds and 
4.555 for Eberlcln. The vote for Eels 
was about evenly divided between 
the city and' county, but Eberlcln re- 
ceived considerably more than half 
dls vote from the city. 


Theodore Dammann, secretary of 


state, led the entire Progressive tick- 
et with 9,862 votes compared with 
4.556 for Pieplow. his Conservative 
opponent.

ON NEXT NOVEMBER 


And It Is Proud of Its Ac- 


complishments in so Short 
a Period of Time 


Pittsburgh, Pa.—</P)— Broadcast- 


ing, 
proud of its accomplishments 


in so short a period, celebrates 1930 
as Its tenth anniversary. 


Inaugurated 
on 
election night, 


November 2. 1920, at the climax of 
the Harding-Cox campaign, It feels 
that despite its youth it really has 
done more than could have been 
dreamed of on that memorial night. 


To KDKA, Pittsburgh, familiarly 


known on the air as "the pioneer 
broadcasting station of the world," 
is given the credit for making a,n 
idea a reality. It was this station 
which gave the facts and figures of 
the vote at a time when crystal 
sets were nearly as expensive as the 
eight-tube receivers of today. 


In commemoration of the event, 


KDKA is planning an anniversary 
night program. In it will be heard 
some of the pioneer artists and oth- 
ers who have been important fac- 
tors in the building up of broadcast- 
ing. 


There also is a "father of broad- 


casting." He is H. P. Davis, vice 
president of the Westinghouse com- 
pany, owner of KDKA, who con- 
ceived the idea of using the radio 
telephone for mass communication 
rather than merely for point to point 
messages. 


His company had been asked to 


undertake special work in radio by 
the British government during the 
world war, and by the time that the 
American government decided 
it 


required radio apparatus for mili- 
tary purposes two experimental sta- 
tions, 2WM and 2WE were in opra- 
tion. One was in the 
Pittsburgh 


works and the other was five miles 
away at the home of Frank Conrad, 
assistant chief engineer, in Pitts- 
burgh. 


After the war the company found 


itself with a large investment and a 
vast organization, and in solving 
this problem it was decided to try 
out broadcasting. Through experi- 
ments with his station, Mr. Conrad 
•was enabled to improve transmis- 
sion considerably. His call letters 
then were 8XX. 


Mr. Davis hit on the idea of broad- 


casting .through a newspaper adver- 
tisement. A Pittsburgh paper carried 
the announcement of a department 
store saying it had for sale a few 
radio receivers over which could be

comic arrest of the ex-dictator "Alex- 
ander Toldemaras, on the order of 
his former friends, who last year 
toppled him from his job and have 
now deprived him of his freedom. 


Perhaps the only people" who do 


not appreciate the comedy are the 
Lithuanians 
themselves, 
because 


they have-been having a rough time 
of it-for the^past sixteen years. The 
outbreak of the World War found 
their land a province of Russia. If 
was overrun many times by the Ger- 
man and'Russian armies which, surg- 
ed "back and forth. When the war 
ended, the^ Lithuanians awoke to 
their sense of nationality and pro- 
claimed an independent republic. 
Back in the fourteenth 
century* 


theirs had been one of the most pow- 
erful countries in Europe. One of 
their grand dukes became king of 
Poland and later Poland and. Lith- 
uania were united under the'same 
king.

FOKTJ3ER CONFLICTS 


The new republic of 1919 was not 


at the end of its troubles. The RUB- 
S'an Bolos invaded it -with their arm- 
ies, but the Lithuanians licked them 
and got an indemnity from them. 
Then there were conflicts with the 
Poles and a peace was patched up. 
Poland recognizing the ancient Lith- 
uanian city of Vilna as capital of its 
neighbor. 
But, shortly afterwards, 


a Polish general, on"-his own, occup- 
ied Vilna. Poland at first denied 
him. Then, with a hunger for the 
important city, it welcomed him. 
And the League-of Nations, framed 
to do justice between thejnations, 
gave its blessings to the action by 
handing over Vilna to Poland. That 
has-given Lithuania an everlasting 
grouch and grievance. It has. never, 
been on. speaking terms with" Poland 
since and has closed its frontiers to 
Poland and refused to do business 
with it. 


But even then Lithuania's troubles 


were not over. It had a government 
made up of a coalition cl Populists 
\ and Socialists. Suddenly on Decem- 
ber 17, 1926, a military cabal over- 
threw the government, set np An- 
thony Smetona as president and 
Professor Voldemaras as prime min- 
ister. -Th'e latter was the virtual 
dictator. In addition to military sup- 
port, he had the active backing of 
the Iron Wolf, a Fascist orsa 
iion. The chief Iron Wolf ruled T 
an Iron Paw. ^Martial law tras pro- 
claimed. There vras a censure on 
the press and on public 
There were prosecutions of his 3>oli- 
tical enemies. There was a decided 
immisxation of Lithuanians, 
from has reign of terror. But he had 
ono big card which had the whole- 
hearted support of his countrymen. 
He refused absolutely to give op 
Viina, He kept pegging aivay a1 
this -question. Every time tic League 
of ^Cations met in Geneva, hesionn- 
cd away on this subject, making 
mmsell a nuisance to the bored 
western Europeans ana ths South 
Americans.

OPPOSED TO FIXING 


"STANDARD RATE" 


Claim Value of Old Machin- 


ery Can't Be Determined 
Accurately

Washington — What price old ma- 


chinery? 


That question is worrying manu- 


facturers all over the country. It is 
giving special concern to the textile 
industry, -which has plenty of ma- 
chinery that has deteriorated from 
its prestine condition. 


Industrial leaders are worried for 


two reasons. The first is that the 
old machinery is no longer econom- 
ical and is running 
up production- 


costs. The recond concerns the bas- 
is on which corporations are to be 
taxed on machinery which has pass- 
ed its first usefulness. 


The treasury department wants to, 


establish a "standard rate" of allow- 
ance for depreciation of used equip- 
ment. The manufacturers say that 
the establishment of such a rate 
would 
ork to their detriment and 


would be -unfair because a standard 
rate could not be applied equitably 
in individual factories. 


The tax bureau asserts that in 


establishing a rate at which equip- 
ment should be taxed there should 
be a standard rate for "guidance." 


That is, in each case the internal 


revenue agent in competing the 
taxes to be paid should have a stand- 
ard as a guide or something to work 
from either up or down, according to 
the factors which have caused wear 
and tear on equipment. 


The manufacturers say that such 


a standard could not be applied ^to 
all without distinct 
injustice to 


some. They point out that if the in- 
ternal revenue bureau 
establishes 


such a standard it will in reality 
i amount to several standards, or one 
for each industry and perhaps for 
each type "of machinery, whereas dif- 
ferent conditions exist in each in- 
dustry and all industries would be 
affected — even the making of farm 
machinery. 


The bureau points out that the es- 


tablishment of such a guide would 
be of advantage to corporations just 
going into business which have data 
or adequate accounting- systems hy 
which they could figure out depreci- 
ation rates and establish in advance 
the approximate 
tax 
rates they 


would have to pay. 
The bureau 


notes that new industries are being 
established all the tune and that a. 
standard rate 
would 
provide an 


early basis on which. 
depreciation 


could be computed, since there is 
comparable machinery in nearly all 
established industries. 


The bureau plans to establish the 


guiding rate from rates accepted in 
thousands of cases over past years. 
Clerks have been compiling 
this 


data as it has come in from year to 
year, until now 
the bureau feels 


that . accurate information is avail-

Corn, because of the drought, will 


undoubtedly bo expenshe and poul- 
try feeds are apt to be correspond- 
ingly high priced. Outagatnie-co has 
a goo* crop of barley that -will be 
less expensive to feed and may be 
given to poultry roth profitable re- 
sults. 


J. G. Halpin, head of the poultry 


department of the 
Wisconsin Col- 


lege of Agriculture, after carrying 
on feeding trials with barley for sev- 
eral years points out how barley will 
serve as a substitute for corn. 


"At the present time, barley can 


be used freely in poultry rations on 
many of our "Wisconsin 
farms to 


good advantage. 
Barley is splendid 


as a. poultry feed, but like other 
white grains does not contain enough 
vitamin A for poultry. Therefore, 
whenever barley is used in the poul- 
try ration, one must see to it that 
hens have either a good green range 
or are fed green stuff such as cab- 
bage. If this is -not possible, then 
alfalfa meal or high 
grade green 


alfalfa must be adsicd to make up 
5 to 10 per cent of the ration. "When 
barley and a good grade of alfalfa 
are substituted for yellow corn in 
the poultry ration, results have been 
very satisfactory." 


It is of interest to know, Halpin 


states, that scabbed barley is harm- 
less to poultry and may be fed li- 
berally without any bad results, ac-

Be sure, 
though, that It contains no fresh 
manure, for if the roots come in 
contact with fresh manure, tho plant 
will become sick and fall to bloom. 
Prepare the ground well in advance 
of planting and make a thorough 
job of it for peonies like plenty of 
rich soil. 
Allow about three feet 


of open ground to each plant and 
see that they get an abundance of 
sunshine. 


The first season they should be 


protected a little from freezing in or- 
der to prevent their being- heaved 
out of the ground. Afterward they 
are better off without litter or any 
covering which might harbor disease. 


In planting- peonies do not bury 


them too deep. The eyes should be 
just under tho surface when the soil 
has thoroughly settled. 
In newly 


made beds they should be set about 
two inches deep to allow for subse- 
quent settling. 


Peonies are reliable plants. They 


aro remarkably free from insect or 
fungus troubles and you need rarely 
spray them. Just keep them well cul- 
tivated and fertilized with bono meal 
each year and they will then delight 
you with their constant improve- 
ment and flowers of unrivaled beau- 
ty.
